ambulances in . the \ United 
States. Dr. Suzuki owns a 
private hospital in Tokyo and 
is a director of the Tokyo 
Ambulance Hospital Associa- 
tion. . 

The men saw the article* 
about the Antioch Rescue 
Squad in Sunday's Chicago 
Tribune and decided to try 
(o get a. first-hand look at Us 
operation. * 

Chicago Fire Chief Ed 
.Quliin called Edgar Simunsen 
to make an appointment for 
the men. Edgar contacted 
Ernest Wcstlund of the Res- 
cue Squad, and the men were 
greeted at the squad build- 
ing by Fire Chief Simonseu, 
Ernest Wcstlund aiid Everett 
Oftedahl. . 

.•All; ambulance- scr.vleo- in 
Japan, Dr. Suzuki explained 
through his interpreter, are 
privately owned. Rescue 
Squad units arc a department 
of the Fire Department. 

Dr. Suzuki was tremen- 
dously impressed by the vol- 
unteer, entirely-without-pay 
participation of the men in 
the Rescue Squad unit. He 
said, through the interpreter, 
that he had no Idea that in 
our capitalistic country any- 
one did anything for nothing. 
He was very interested in the 
men's reasons for belonging 
to tlie squad. 

R Is the doctor's mission to 
save lives, he explained. In 
Tokyo, most hospitals are pri- 
vate and re ruse to accept 
many emergency cases. His 
own hospital, he said, never 
turns away such a case. 

A law was recently passed 
in Japan, Dr. Suzuki ex- 
plained, making it mandatory 
that every city with a popula- 
tion of over 10,000 must have 
ambulance service. How- 
ever, the money is lacking, 
in many instances, to start 
and maintain such services. 
Hence bis interest in the vol- 
unteer type, supported by 
public donation, with no 
charge to any patient. 

The doctor is sure that if 
he brings the right message 
back to his home country ho 
will be able to start units 
similar to the one in Antioch. 

Dr. Suzuki plans to write 



an article describing his visit 
to Antioch. and other Rescue 
units on 'his return to Japan. 
It' will appear in a medical 
journal and. he has promised 
to send a copy to squad mem- 
bers. In return, the Antioch 
News has promised to send 
Dr. Suzuki a copy of tho 
Rescue Squad Anniversary 
Supplement to the Antioch 
News. , ii 

Dr. Suzuki was' impressed 
by the equipment in Anil- 
cell's _ Rescue.. Squad struck; 
However, lie said, such ambu- 
lances could not be used in 
Japan, because J he roads are 
so narrow and congested. 
Rescue units now have a 
small truck to carry the men 
on a call and the patient, and 
unothcr-truek-carrying-equlp- 
men t must - follow them. 

Dr. Suzuki donated $20.00 
to the Antioch Rescue Squad 
before ho left. Ernest West- 
kind delivered it to Edwin 
Slotted at the First National 
Bank with the comment, 
"Now he has to send a receipt 
acknowledging tho donation 
all the way to. Japan.'" 

Dr. Suzuki and his brother 
have been in the U. S. since 
June 2. He is staying at the 
Ambassador West Hotel in 
Chicago. „ He left Wednesday. 
for San Francisco*, where he 
will stay for two days before 
returning to Japan.

It isn't these high spots of tragedy or joy 
that have made the Antioch Rescue Squad the re- 
spected organ Nation it istoday. It isn't the siren's 
wail, or the flashing red light; it isn't the occas- 
ional recognition 7of their worth in an qecasional 
article in a big-time paper. 
' It's the day-after-day response to every call. 
Sometimes it's, just to lift an old man or woman 
intobed'when his-lifepartner has grown too weak 
to do it Who else would do it? 

It's the job of politely but firmly declining to 
run an ambulance service for. those who could 
well afford to pay a commercial one, where no 
-anergenc y exists, so , that the squad will not be 
tied up on an unnecessluycifll'when-thev^re^really- 
needed. 

It's leaving a good time or dropping a prcss- 
" ing job to rush to answer a call, just to find it's a 
false alarm, and answering the next call just as 
quickly, because this one might -be a real emer- 
gency. 

It's spending leisure hours studying First 
Aid,; and cleaning up equipment, and selling tick- 
ets so that the squad can get equipment they 
know may save a life. 

It's doing the little, routine endless jobs; the 
big, dangerous ones; the sickening ones, (lay after 
day, year after year, with no thought of. monetary 
gain. 

And maybe that's the real secret of the suc- 
cess of the Rescue Squad. There just isn't any 
money involved, to rouse anyone's greed or jeal- 
ousy or suspicion. If money comes first with you, 
you don't belong to the squad.

In a recent letter published 
under the hoa ding^/'Lettcrs 
to the Editor,'nnT"WTtterat^ 
tempted to give some facts 
about the organizing of the 
"Antioch Rescue Squad." I 
do not make it a habit of writ- 
ing letters to the editor, but 
in this case I could not sit 
back and not answer the let- 
ter with some of the records 
pertinent in the interest of 
the community and coming 
from a former secretary of 
the Antioch Fire Department 
I should know what the rec- 
ords are. 

To begin with the question 
Is, i'ho organized Ahe Antmch 
Rescue Squad? and the an- 
swer, who cares, the public 
is only interested in the kind 
of service they get when 
seeking the service of the res- 
cue squad as the members of 
the squad are all , volunteers 
and to them, it should not 
matter about who was first if 
they have the right commun- 
ity service at hand. 

Back in 1013 when the An- 
tioch Fire Department was 
chartered, the volunteer fire- 
men had one Interest at 
heart, the saving of property 
and cutting down fire losses 
in their respective area. No 
thought was given over to 
rescue or first aid work, that 
was left entirely to the doc- 
tors to look after.. Then with 
the progress of utilities, the 
pinch was felt in the loss of 
man hours by many accidents 
and a number of the big com- 
panies started to organize 
and get information on first 
aid units within their plants. 
At the same time with the 
population growing in the 
lakes area around Antioch, 
there were many drownings 
during the summer seasons 
and the Antioch firemen de- 
cided' to do something about 
i It. 

With cooperation coming 
from the Public Service and 
Illinois Bell Telephone Com- 
panies, their first aid men 
attended meetings of the fire 
department and gave demon- 
strations on life saving. In 



August of 1924 the firemen 
learned about a life-saving 
machine, called "The Lung- 
iriolor" and decided to make 
purchase of same. When a 
summer resident was In-, 
formed about the wishes of 
the firemen he attended a 
meeting of the fire depart- 
ment with his offer of a dona- 
tion of a new lungmotor, all 
of which was more than wel- 
comed by the firemen from 
.GeoEgo.C . Hunt, MP., chief 
surgeon of the Chicago Fo«

With the new lungmotor 
added to the department the 
firemen began to take more 
interest in first aid work and 
found that It became a part 
ot\ the fire departments all 
over the country, 

The next question was how 
to get bodies removed from 
the water after drowning, so 
sets of grappling hooks were 
added to the department and 
by February of 1028 all of 
the f|rcmen wero: . taking 
courses in first aid work. »■ 
Then in January, 1033, it 
was discussed about-having a 
unit within the fire depart- 
ment known as "The Life Sav- 
ing Squad," so they could 
look after all of the first aid 
equipment, as a new It & II 
resuscitation machine was 
added. 

In February 1933, the fire 
chief appointed Richard All- 
ner( Herman Rosing, Adolph 
Pesat, William Anderson and 
Clarence B. Shultis as a life 
saving unit of the fire depart- 
ment to look after all of the 
life saving equipment of the 
fire department. 

In March 1933, the life sav- 
ing unit decided to ask for 
some kind of reimbursement 
for the number of hours 
spent at the lakes in search 
of drowning victims and a 
resolution was presented to 
the Lake County Firemen's 
Association asking for assist- 
ance and the matter was 
turned over to the Lake 
County Board of Superivsors 
to act. 

Antloch's progress in res- 
cue work was brought to the 
attention of Lake Villa and 
Fox Lake Fire departments 
and in January 1930 decided 
to go to the Red Cross and 
ask to have classes set upjor 
teaching of first aid work 
and got very good coopera- 
tion. 

Then in September 1030, 
three members of the Anti- 
och Fire Department, Her- 
man Rosing, Herman Hotbek 
and L. D. Powles took an ad- 
vanced course In first aid 
work, so as to be instructors 
from the Kenosha County 
Red Cross Squad, under the 
supervision of Howard Gat- 
ley as Captain, and Arthur 
LaCrosse, a Lieutenant of the 
Kenosha Citif Fire Depart- 
ment, and a recognized top 
Instructor In Red Cross work. 
Later another group of An- 
tioch Firemen were added to 
the list for first aid instruc- 
tions: Richard Miner, How- 
ard Strang, James McMillen, 
Walter Scott, Walter Kraft, 
John L. Horan, C. B. Shultis, 
Elnar Petersen and James 
Mullancy, all taking the ad- 
vance course given by the 
American Red Cross.
